CANAL ZONE 
LAST DAY 


L.C. Hilzinger, director of posts, B 
Balboa, Canal Zone, advises special 
machine die hub cancellations reading 
"Canal Zone Postal Service, 1904-1979, 
Last Day Of Operation" willbe used at 
Balboa and Cristobal post offices 
September 30,1979. Collectors having 
access to Canal Zone postage can affix 
15¢ in Canal Zone stamps to their own 
covers and foreward directly to 
Postmaster, Balboa, Canal Zone, or to 
Postmaster, Cristobal, Canal Zone for 
cancellation. Covers should be post- 
marked no later than Sept. 1st to 
ensure their arrival at the respective 
post office prior to the termination 
of U.S. postal operations in the Canal 
Zone. The outer envelope should be 
clearly marked "Last day Cancellation" 
in the lower left hand corner.‘ 

It is our understanding that the two 
post offices providing the last day 
cancellation will not_affix postage 
stamps to submitted covers! 

»eeeeFor those collectors not having 
access to Canal Zone stamps, Guy L. 
Horine, 232 N., 10th stre t, Fredonia, 
Kan. 66736., will affix the current 
Canal Zone 15¢ Towing Locomotive to 
collector's selfaddressed envelopes 
and will foreward them to the Canal 
Zone post offices for cancelling. 

Cost of Horine's service is as follows: 
25¢ per cover (this includes postage) 
for regular weight envelopes; 35¢ each 
for covers with heavy fillers or letters; 
and 40¢ pers ounce for each cover to be 
sent to a foreign country. This is not 


a money making enterprize, so include the

proper amounts. He also wishes to stress 
that method of payment must be in cash, 
no checks, or stamps will be accepted. 
Collector must foreward their coversto 
him by August 1. The covers will be 
returned from the Canal Zone in the 
mailstream and Horine cannot guarantee 
the quality of cancellation. Collector 
should be specific as to which office 
they want their covers sent to. For 
covers going to Balboa, place the letter 


"B" in pencil in the lower left corner of 


cover. Likewise for Cristbal, the letter 
"Cc", There is no Limit to the number 
of cover submitted. ACT NOW!!!

Only two cachets per collec- 
tor per station will be accepted 
during the season. Additional 
requests will not be processed 
and, in al! probability, will not 
be returned to the collector, 
notes the spokesman. 

Antarctic Development 
Squadron Six (VXE-6) will 
again provide air support for 
the philatelic covers this sea- 
son. Requests for cachets from 
VXE-6 should be addressed to 
Public Affairs Office, Antarcti-
